Hawkes, who lives in the house, heard 
a noise in Jerry's room and then heard 
Jerry cry out. 
H e rushed in and found 
that Davis had sneaked into his son's 
room armed with a heavy axe. 
Just 
as he had this raised over Jerry's head 
to brain him, the boy woke anTi cried 
out. 
T h e cry saved his life. 
Davis is 
72 
years old 
and has borne a good 
reputation. 
Warrants have been sworn 
out against him.

FulIer^s early cabbage» 
were being rapidly destroyed by these 
worms, but *»oue sprinkling with tar- 
water, applied with a wateriug-pot, de- 
stroyed every worm and egs*.*' 
The tar- 
water is prepared by placing a quart or 
two of coal-tar la a tub or barrel, and 
filling up w^ith water. 
In about forty- 
eight hours the water will smell strongly 
of tar, when it may be applied to the 
plants with a syringe or common water- 
ing-pofc. 
If tar-water destroys the eggs, 
as atlirmed, and^, does not injure the 
growth nor th« quality of the cabbage, 
frequent seasonable applications of it, 
thus destroying the eggs, would seem to 
be all that is required as a complete and 
practical cabbage-worm remedy.—New 
York

A celebrated chef, whose maccaroiu 


pie has added considerably to his fame, 
says his recipe reads as follows: Take a 
piece of gravy bee?, cut in small pieces, 
put it into a saucepan, with aa onion, 
sliced aud a piece of butter, toss it on. 
the tire until the onion and pieces of meat 
are brov.-ued, a bouquet; of sweet herbs, 
a carrot cut in pieces, spices, pepper and 
salt to taste, a few mushrooms and a 
fair allowance of tomato sauce. Let the 
whole simmer for a couple of hours, then 
strain and skim oil the superfluous fat. 
Put the boiled macearoniinto a saucepan 
with a piece of butter, plenty of grated 
Parmesan cheese, and as much of the 
sauce or gravy as it will absorb; toss ic 
oa the Sre for a ferr minutes, and put it 
by until wanted. Slake a nice pie paste, 
lice with it a tin mould previously but- 
tered, uniting the joints carefully with 
the white of eggs. Have ready some 
very small fillets of: breast of chicken 
just cooked with btitrer in a covered tin 
in the oven, some cooked ham or ox 
tongue cut in dice, some trufiies and 
mushrooms cut ia convenient pieces and 
cooked in the gravy used to dress the 
maccarDai.

Use 
one and a half quarts of nice ripe cherries 
and three pints of water. Boil one quart 
of tho cherries until they become pulpy, 
sweeten to taste and strain. 
Stone tho 
one-half quart of chorries left, and with 
one-half of a teucupful of sa^io put into 
the soup, and bnil until the sas^o is clear, 
not dissolved.—Brooklyn Ciiiten. 


BTEWEU CUOUMBEUS. 


stewed cucumbers may be an unknown 
dish to some cooks. 
They are a novelty, 
however, in the vegetable line, and this 
is the way to prepare them: Peel and 
cut cucumbers in quarters; take out tho 
seeds, and lay thciu on a cloth to drain. 
Roll the pieces in Hour when dry and fry 
in butter. 
The butter must be hot be- 
fore the cucumber is put 
on the pan. 
When they arc a light brown 
removo 
them from the lire and place them on a 
sieve to drain. 
Pry some onions in the 
same butter, and when brown put them, 
with the cucumbcrs, into a sauccpan and 
cover with gravy. Stow slowly until they 
are tender; thou take out tho cucum- 
bers, thickcn the gravy with llour, let 
it boil up once, then seiison with salt and 
pepper. 
Put in the cucumbers and as 
soon as they are warm serve. 


l^Or0U3 MACCAUOKI riB. 


A celebrated 
chef, whose maccaroui 
pie has added considerably to his fame, 
says his recjpe reads as follows: 
Take a 
piece of gravy beef, cut in small pieces, 
put it into a saucepan with an onion 
sliced and a piece of butter, toss it on 
the lire until the onion and pieccs of meat 
are browned, a bouquet of sweet herbs, 
a carrot cut in pieces, spices, pepper and 
sa^t to taste, a few mushrooms and a 
fair allowanco of tomato sauce. 
Let tho 
whole simmer for a couple of hours, then 
strain and skim oil the superfluous fat. 
Put the boiled maccaroniinto a saucepan 
with a piece of butter, plenty of grated 
Parmesan cheese, and as much of tho 
sauce or gravy as it will absorb; toss it 
on the fire for a few minutes, and put it 
by until wanted. 
Make a nice pie paste, 
line with it a tin mould previously but- 
tered, uniting the joints carefully with 
the white of eggs. 
Have ready some 
very small fillets ot breast of chicken 
just cooked with buttor in a covered tin 
in the oven, some cooked ham or ox 
tongue cut in dice, some truiiles 
and 
mushrooms cut in convenient pieces and 
cooked in the gravy used to 
dress the 
maccarDni, 
Fill the lined mould with 
all these things in judicious proportions, 
letting the maccaroni predominate, and 
adding during the process 
a little more 
sauce or gravy and a due allowance of 
Parmesan cheese; cover up the 
mould 
with a disk of paste, unite the edges 
carefully and bake in a moderate oven 
for about an hour. 
Turn 
out of 
tho 
mould carefully and serve. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Silver that is not in constant use can 
be kept bright by packing it in oatmeal. 


To keep silver from tarnishing apply 
with a soft brush a coating of collodion 
dissolved in alcohol. 


Stove zincs can be kept blight and 
nice by rubbing them with cither kero- 
sene or lard. 
After a few minutes take 
a soft, dry cloth and remove all traces of 
tho oil or grease. 


Pretty iron-holders are made of brown 
linen bound with red braid. 
A loop to 
hang up by should always bo sewn in 
one corner. 
These covers should bo 
made to slip oii easily so that they can 
be washed when necessary. 


If a dose of castor oil is prescribed, 
have the druggist prepare it after the 
following 
formula: 
Oil, 
ricini, 
one 
dram; glycerine, one dram; tincfc, au- 
ranti, twenty drops; tinct, senecaj, five 
diopsj aq. cinnam, to maice half 
au 
ouuce. 


Flat-irons that 
are 
rusty may bo 
cleaned very quickly with beeswax and 
salt, 
lleat the iron then rub the wax 
over it. Have a paper or cloth near cov- 
ered with salt and scour tho irons with 
it. 
This will not only removo the rust, 
but make tho irons as smooth as glass. 


Honeycomb counterpanes that have 
become worn in spots and are of no uso 
for jjod-coverings should bo cut up for 
towels and wash-rags. 
The irregular 
surface of tho material makes it a very 
good substitute for Turkish 
towels. 
Neatly hemmed they will last a long 
time. 


The saucepans, pans, etc., 
that are 
used in cooking should alwa3's be placed 
after they are cleaned on tho range or in 
tho sun to become thoroughly 
dry, 
AVhen put away damp tho rust soon eats 
holes ia them. 
See that tho tins are 
dried properly and your stock will not 
need replenishing quite so often. 


To clean glass jars and removo any 
odors fill tho jars with hot water, then 
stir in a teaspoonful of baking soda. 
Shake well, then pour out tho water. 
Should any of the odor remain, fill tho 
jar again with the water and soda. 
Let 
it remain in tho jar a few minutes, then 
pour out and rinso tho jar in cold water. 


Borax, a laundress 6a3'6, is a valuable 
addition to the raw starch for collars and 
culls. 
Too much should not be used, as 
it has a tendency to make linen yellow. 
Lump borax may be dissolved in boiling 
water and bottled for future uso. 
Per* 
fectly clear gum arabic wSter can also' bo 
used for the same purpose. 
Heat, fric- 
tion and pressure are absolutely neces- 
sary to produce 
polish on collars and 
cuiLt*
